Washington Letter 

Problem Of Huks, 
Filipino Guerrillas, 
Looms Once More 


Central Luzon Movement 
Viewed As Made-To- 
Order For Reds

Washington—Here in the “Capi- 
tal of the West,” charges and de- 
nials of communist espionage under 
the floodiights of open. congres- 
sional hearings add to the warmth 
of an August heatwave. In Mos- 
cow, the “Capital of the East,” 
closed sessions that are expected to 
vitally affect the future of Europe 
and the world are the focus of 
attention. But meanwhile prob- 
lems of communist-influence and 
activity elsewhere continue with 
varying degrees of importance and 
attention but with a persistence 
that is often discouraging. 


One such problem has now re- 
curred in as knotty a form as 
ever, after a solution appeared to 
have been reached weeks ago. It 
involves the relations of the Philip- 
pine Republic with an underground 
resistance movement that refused 
to cooperate with other under- 
ground groups during the Japanese 
occupation, failed to lay down its 
arms after the liberation, and since 
the war has terrorized a large area 
of central Luzon. 


Some weeks ago, under an armed 
truce, the government of President 
Elpidio Quirino, anxious to talk 
amnesty terms, succeeded in bring- 
ing to Manila Luis Taruc, leader of 
the movement, known as Hukbala- 
hap. To restore peace, the govern- 
ment recognized Taruc’s claim tv 
a seat in the legislature and was 
willing to grant general amnesty 
to the terrorists on condition that 
all arms were surrendered. 


But the amnesty deadline ex- 
pired August 15. By that time only 
a small fraction of the known arms 
holdings of the guerrillas had been 
turned over. And Taruc has not 
been seen in Manila since. The 
deadline has been extended twice 
by a government naturally anxious 
to keep the door open for a settle- 
ment. 


The name Hukbalahap is coined 
from the initial syllables of “Huk- 
bong Bayan Laban sa Hapon,” Tag- 
alog for “People’s Army to Fight 
the Japanese.” The “Huks,” were 
definitely under suspicion during 
the war because the consistently 
refused to cooperate with other 
guerrilla groups. It was not until a 
year after the American landings, 
however, that the long-range peril 
it involved was brought out pub- 
licly and its probable communist 
connections revealed. 


A United States Army intelli- 
gence report of late 1944, entered in 
evidence in a war crime trial in 
1945. said the organization was 
founded late in 1942 “by a group 
of intellectuals, distinguished poli- 
ticians, Socialists and communists 
of Pampanga.” 


“It claims,” the report went on, 
“to represent the military phase 
of the United Front Party, a co- 
alition of socialists and communist 
elements, and its early activities 
were largely political. 


“National anti-Japanese United 
Front policy was proclaimed and 
the organization issued numerous 
manifestos proclaiming that their 
objective was the establishment 
of a democratic peoples’ state in 
the Philippines after the war, free 
from all foreign domination and 
with representation for all. 


“Americans were to be allowed 
to liberate the Philippines, but were 
then to be attacked if immediate 
independence were not granted... 
Reports indicate that its policy is 
definitely communistie and that its 
plans include the establishment of 
a communistic government in the 
Philippines after the war on the 
early Russian model. It is prob- 
able that there are also connections 
with communistic elements in 
China.” 

This estimate was prepared con- 
fidentially before the American 
landings} at Lingayen. But the 
facts stated in it in positive terms 
were all verified after the libera- 
tion, according to Army witnesses

Aged Missioner 
Heartbroken Over 
News Of Transfer 


Named Convent Chaplain 
After Twenty-One Years 
At Molokai Leper Colony 


Fairhaven, Mass. — (NC)—Most 
folk, no doubt, would jump at the 
opportunity to retire after serving 
for a period in a leper colony, but 
not so this 76-year-old French 
priest, who has given 21 years of 
his life in ministering to the unfor- 
tunate at the famous colony of Mo- 
lokai in Hawaii. 


Father Peter d’Orgeval Du- 
bouchet was stopping at the Sacred 
Heart Monastery here when they 
broke the news to him that. he 
would not return to the islands but 
had been assigned to the chaplaincy 
of a convent school in a Montreal 
suburb. The tanned, bearded mis- 
sioner, a decorated veteran of 
World War I, who gave 27 years 
to mission work in France before 
going to Molokai, was heartbrok- 
en. 


“It’s a great sacrifice,” he said, 
“but I obey. I accept with full 
resignation, but it is not easy. Aft- 
er 21 years of service to the lepers 
in that beautiful island, I am told 
that I am now too old.” 

Before coming to the monastery 
here, Father Dubouchet had com- 
nie a year’s furlough in France. 

e said: “There are two places in 
the world I love, Paris and Molo- 
re but of the two, I prefer Molo- 

ai,” 

Father Dubouchet followed in 
the footsteps, and in the same re- 
ligious community, of the famous 
Belgian, Father Damien de Veu- 
ster, known as “the apostle of the 
lepers” who went to Molokai in 
1873, lived with the lepers, con-

He re- 
marked that leprosy is one of the 
least communicable of diseases. 
There are about 300 lepers in the 
colony, he said, and working with 
the priests in ministering to their 
need are 10 Franciscan nuns from 
Syracuse, N. Y 


Marriage is permitted among the 
lepers, he said, and many are 
blessed with children. The aged 
missioner, who holds six citations 
of the French Legion of Honor 
for his World War I service, said 
that Molokai is a “miracle of or- 
ganization, where there is no feel- 
ing of imprisonment and the people 
are perfectly free.” 

He said that he chose to go to 
Molokai in 1927 to work among 
the lepers “because I wanted to,’ 
and added that he could have 
stayed on in Hawaii in a post on 
another island but refused because 
“if I can’t live with them, then I 
believe it is best to leave.”

Russia, and in every country dominated by her, Communist 
leaders, according to Religious New Service (May 29, 1948) 
have as their chief program the elimination of all church or pri- 
vate schools. The program is well in effect in Yugoslavia, Ro- 
mania and Bulgaria, and it is well under way in Hungary and 
Czechoslovakia. 

In Poland, the Minister of Education has been working on a 
Bill aimed at liquidating completely all religious schools. Yugo- 
slavia and Bulgaria were the first to set up systems under which 
even children in the earliest elementary grade will be given the 
“right” political indoctrination, which means, of course, Commu- 
nistic doctrine. The new state Constitution in Romania, where 
there have been 2,000 parochial schools, declares, “No congrega- 
tion or confession can open or support general educational es- 
tablishments.” 

News dispatches, from Prague indicate that the Czechoslo- 
vakia government is planning to nationalize all private schools. 
The government of Hungary has taken similar measures, not 
only against Catholics, but also against the Hungarian Reformed 
and Lutheran Churches. The same policies are now being pursued 
in the Russian occupied zone of Germany. Both Catholics and 
Protestant private schools have been banned throughout the entire 
Russian ruled region, except in the Russian section of Berlin, 
where they are temporarily tolerated. However, the Kommanda- 
tura—the four power body that controls Berlin—recently voted to 
limit Protestant and Catholic private schools in the entire city 
area to one school for each organization. 

The Evangelical Church leaders in the Russian occupied ter- 
ritory of Germany even charge the Soviet secret police with send- 
ing agents to spy on their congregations. The policy of Sharnov 
is to have Communists “use’’ the churches in Germany for their 
own ends rather than openly to persecute them. 

According to Methodist church officials in Saxony, “the Rus- 
sians try to limit church activities to regular church services.”

Parents’ Rights Supreme 


The fundamental right of parents to have their children re- 
ceive religious instruction either in the schools, or on time provided 
by the schools, was expressed recently by the Catholic Hierarchy 
of France, in these words: 

“Any measure taken by the State for the purpose of assuring 
all families without exception of the same freedom in the exercise 
of the educational mission will favor that concord among French- 
men which is an indispensable condition for the recovery of our 
country.” 

It seems that mine workers had sought the right to use the 
school buildings, in which their children, up to then, had received 
a Christian education, in conformity with their parents’ will, but 
the majority in Parliament denied their appeal. 

In their statement, the Bishops said further, 

‘The Bishops of France have followed with sympathy and 
emotion the repeated efforts made in the past months in various 
parts of our country for securing the right of the parents to 
have their children educated in schools of their choice.” But the 
Communists and Socialists objected. 

“The members of the Archbishops’ Commission can only 
encourage the Catholics to persevere in their endeavors grounded in 
Christian principles, which aim at obtaining a final solution of the 
school question on an equitable basis. Such a solution, we repeat, 
requires that the Christian school be accessible to all. One cannot 
speak of liberty in @ democratic State if the practical possibility 
of making use of it is denied to a very large number of citizens,

Atheist Radio 
Broadcasts To 
Be Clarified 


Congressional Hearing — 
Re-Emphasizes Character 
Of Ruling In 1946

Washington — (NC)—The hear- oa 


ings just conducted by a special 
committee of the House of Rep- 
resentatives to try to clarify the 
policy of the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission with regard to 
atheist radio broadcasts dealt with 
a matter far more important than 
was indicated in the day-by-day re- 
porting of the procedings. 


The hearings involved more than 
“censorship” and “thought con- 
trol,” two terms that were used 
many times in the course of the 
two-day hearings. They involved 
the first attempt, so far as is 
known, by a governmental agency 
to define religion. They directed 
attention to the enormous. power 
that can be exercised by highly- 
placed Federal officials, and they 
emphasized the fact that men 
should not undertake to speak apo- 
dictically about matters that are 
not within their field. 


Early in 1945, Robert Harold 
Scott of Palo Alto, Calif., filed a 
petition with the Federal Commu- 
nications Commission, asking that 
it revoke the broadcasting licenses 
of three California stations. The 
basis of Mr. Scott’s petition was 
that these stations had refused to 
make any time available to him, 
by sale or otherwise, to broadcast 
talks on atheism, while at the 
same time these stations permitted 
the use of their facilities for relig- 
ious programs, 


In a “memorandum opinion and 
order” handed down on July 19, 


1946, the FCC said it would not #D 


deny the licenses, as Mr. Scott had 
asked, because it felt that these 
three stations should not be penal- 
ized on a complaint on which many 
other stations would be found vul- 
nerable. Then it spent the better 
part of five pages indicating that 
atheists cannot be denied broad- 
casting time. 


This “opinion and order” threw 
the broadcasting industry into an 
uproar, and resulted ultimately in 
the hearings just held here. Per- 
sons wise in the ways of radio said 
it was a pretty clever document. It 
denied the petition to revoke the 
licenses of the three defendant sta- 
tions, and received unanimous 
Commission support on. this, Con- 
trary action would have provoked 
considerable disagreement within 
the Commission itself, it was 
thought at the time. At the same 
time the “opinion and order” serv- 
ed as an opportunity to argue 
strongly for atheists being given 
time on the air. Riding along with 
the decision part of the statement, 
this opinion part also gained 
unanimous indorsement. 


The result was that radio sta- 
tions from one end of the nation 
to the other—not just the three 
California stations involved in the 
Scott case—began to show con- 
cern. Would they have their li- 
censes renewed by the FCC if they 
refused broadcasting time for athe- 
ist programs? The law requires 
that they broadcast in the “public 
interest.” If they permitted athe- 
ist broadcasts they would offend 
the preponderance of their audi- 
ences. If they declined to accept 
atheist broadeasts what would the 
FCC say when they went to have 
their licenses renewed? The “opin- 
ion and order” had said: “Freedom 
of religious belief necessarily car- 
ries with it freedom to disbelieve”; 
“freedom of speech means freedom 
to express disbeliefs as well as be- 
liefs”; “if freedom of speech is to 
have meaning, it cannot be pre- 
dicated on the more popularity or 
public acceptance of the ideas 
sought to be advanced. It must 
be extended as readily to ideas 
which we disapprove or abhor as to 
ideas which we approve.”

In the “opin- 
ion and order” every station ix 
the nation was served notice to be 


tually worthless when unlicensed. 

The results of the House com- 
mittee hearings are awaited with 
interest, to see whether station 
owners are given some assurance 
that they will not be punished if 
they refuse broadcast time to athe- 
ist programs. 

But the “opinion and’ order” 
issued by the FCC in 1946 con- 
tinues to be one of the most ex- 
traordinary overnment papers 
ever issued. It contained an ex- 
cursion into theology wifich led 
Broadcasting magazine to say the 
FCC “now stands as the first. Gov- 
ernment agency to define religion.” 
It was attacked as “strange doc- 
trine” with reasoning “as peculiar 
its conclusions.” Theologians 
called it mad theology. Others took 
issue with its political philosophy. 
Still others pa it was at variance 
with American Constitutional law, 
tradition and practice. 


The “opinion and order” admit- 
ted that “in this country an over- 
whelming majority of the people 
profess a belief in the existence of 
a Divine Being,” but it added that 
God “is variously thought of,” and 
argued in effect that, because there 
are many conceptions of God, 
broadcasting of atheism should be 
permitted as a government policy. 
One observer said if a Government 
agency concerned with communi- 
cations is thus qualified to lecture 
the people on theology, the coun- 
try could expect the Post Office 
Department to lecture it on the 
atomic bomb. 


There was an effort made at 
the House committee hearings to 
bring out that the “opinion and 
order” in the Scott case was large-

Clifford J. Durr, a member of the 
Commission who was not reap- 
ointed when his term expired last 
Sune 30. This point did not seem 
entirely clear when the hearings 
closed. However, Broadcasting 
magazine said in 1946 ‘that the 
“moving spirit” behind the Scott 
decision “was Clifford J. Durr, the 
quietly persuasive ‘liberal,’ who 
has spawned practically every 
program-related reform instituted 
by the Commission since 1941,” 
when Mr. Durr took office. Mr. 
urr’s wife is intensely active in 
‘liberal’ movements. Mrs. Durr is 
the sister-in-law of Justice Hugo 
L. Black of the United States Su- 
preme Court, who wrote the opin- 
ion in the McCollum Case, which 
declared the released-time religious 
instruction program in Champaign, 
Ill., to be unconstitutional. 


Industrial Peace 
Program Posed 


By Prof. Sheehan 


Utica, N.Y.—An eight-point pro- 
gram to help achieve industrial 
peace between labor and manage- 
ment was proposed by Professor 
John H, Sheehan, Head of the De- 
partment of Economics at the 
University of Notre Dame, speak- 
ing here (Sept. 9) at a meeting 
of the Notre Dame Club of the 
Mohawk Valley. 


The meeting, attended by alumni 
and friends of Notre Dame in this 
area, also was addressed by the 
Rey. Robert H. Sweeney, C.S.C., 
Executive Assistant to the Presi- 
dent of Notre Dame. Father 
Sweeney described Notre Dame’s 
system of education which, he 
said, is based on moral ideals and 
moral conduct. 

Professor Sheehan’s proposals 
were as follows:

Bad Economic Situation 
Lake Success, N.Y.—Particular- 
ly in food stuffs is there a basic 
shortage in most countries. Un- 
healthy economic situations face 
the world. This is according to a 
report published here by U.S. 
Dept. of Economic: affairs. Com- 
pared with 1938, a total production 
of goods in 1947 was some 10 to 
15% above 1938. The volume of 
world trade is down below pre-war. 
level. 

In particular, agricultural pro- 
duction is below pre-war levels. 
The total geographic distribution 
of goods today is considerably dif- 
ferent from that of pre-war years. 
In agriculture the recovery of live 
stock products is far behind that 
of food and commercial crops. 
Outside of the United States and 
the United Kingdom, exports are 
considerably less than the 1938 
level, Loans and grants—war end, 
to end this May total at least 
26,000 millions of dollars (U.S. 
Dollars). Other than from the U. 
N, International Bank, about 70% 
of this is provided by the United 
States. United Kingdom and Can- 
ada made up the balance of some 
30%.

Your Marriage Must Be 
Witnessed By A Priest 


THE many young people 


among Catholics who con- 


tract marriage before a Justice of the Peace in defer- 
once to the non-Catholic party, or who even deny their 
faith by contracting it before a Protestant minister, seem 
not to realize how great is the tragedy of such an action, 
hound, in the long run, to blast his or her happiness even 


here on earth. 

When a Catholic is not married 
before a priest, who alone is dele- 

ated to administer Sacraments, 
“ enters no marriage at all. The 
couple might just as well have 
begun to live together as husband 
iand wife, without going through 
any ceremony. God is the author 
fof marriage, and, therefore, mar- 
riage has no other status than 
what it has in His eyes and His 
Church’s—no matter how it might 
Yhe regarded legally. 

If a mixed marriage must be, 
let us see why (1) the non-Catho- 
lig must yield to the Catholic 
‘Church’s safeguards; (2) why the 

atholic party cannot compro- 
mise: and (3) what is the nature 
of the dispensation granted. _ 

(1) Because the Church realizes 
that in a country where the ma- 


Miority of the people are not Cath- 


olic—and in some communities 
there are very few Catholics— 
mixed marriages are bound to 
take place, she, as a loving moth- 
er, uses the authority committed 
to her by Almighty God to grant 
that dispensation which makes a 
valid marriage between a Catho- 
lic and non-Catholic possible. But 
the still must insist that the mar- 
lage be witnessed by a Catholic 
priest. 

If the non-Catholic entertains 
he notion that this is an intol- 
brant attitude, he must be remind- 
ed that for fifteen centuries all 
Christians were married by 
priests and that, #f he holds that 
one religion is as good as another, 
me cannot conscientiously object 
0 having his marriage witnessed 
Dy a Catholic clergyman. He viol- 


ates no principle. He does not ex- 
clude himself from membership in 
his own church, and does not de- 
prive himself of any spiritual ad- 
vantages. The Catholic, on the 
other hand, incurs excommunica- 
tion when he attempts marriage 
before a Protestant minister, and 
denies himself the right to re- 
eeive the Sacraments all the while 
he lives in a state of grevious 
sin. Such a Catholic really denies 
Christ, because he is convinced 
that his Church is the Church of 
Christ founded in His blood. He 
has often heard Christ’s threat 
“he that will deny Me before man, 
him shall I deny before My Fath- 
er Who is in Heaven.” 


If one of the two must yield 
to the other, the non-Catholic 
party, whose conscience is not dis- 
turbed by it, should yield to the 
Catholic. If the non-Catholic will 
not yield in this matter, even 
though he knows that he is giving 
great pain and grief to the one 
whom he wants as his wife, you 
can rest assured that he will not 
hesitate to pain and grieve her in 
many other ways later.

He got away with 
being king because he was first of 
all a Christian. Louis of Poissy 
he liked to be called, for at Poissy 
he had been baptized, receiving 
the name of Christian, the title of 
nobility which he treasured more 
than any other. As a Christian he 
was a servant of Christ, as a king 
he was Christ’s lieutenant. The 
two offices were one. He had a 
long view of things that mattered. 
There was only one King and one 
Kingdom. 


He May Forget 


The modern politician may for- 
get the second half of being “wise 
as serpents and simple as doves” 
and smile a bit cynically at the 
King who was “more grieved at 
losing his breviary than at being 
taken captive by the Saracens.” 
He neglects placing himself in the 
king’s position as prisoner of war 
and imagining the impossibility of 
hearing his captors remark to him 
as the Saracens did to Louis, “You 
were our captive, and yet one 
would say we were rather your 
prisoners.” He won them, for he 
was right and he was attractive. 
In Louic IX the simplicity of the 
gaint mingled with the heroic mil- 
itancy of the ruler. 


Once during his reign the eye- 
brow raisers and “practical” men 
spread complaints about his long 
hours of prayer and his deference 
to the poor. Louis shrugged his 
shoulders. “They impute to. me as 
a crime my assiduity at prayer, 
but not a word would be said if I 

ave to play or to hunt, the hours 
T vive to prayer.” A modern lead- 
er would only need to change the 
details, “if I gave to the theatre 
or to golf the hours I give to pray- 
er.” he crux of being right is 
to recall, “Without Me you can do 
nothing.” 

King Louis was a success. Here 
is a story in contrast: An Austrian 
nobleman, a relative of Count 
Czernin, as he lay dying, said, 
“When God asks me to render an 
account of my life, what shall I 
answer? I can only e* Lord, I 
have killed hares and hares and 
hares, and nothing more. It is 
really too insignificant.”

‘Power But Its 
Too Often Blind 


NCE upon a time, two boys 

enrolled at a_ trade-school. 
They wanted to become engravers. 
They both had talent, and in due 
course both of them became quite 
excellent in their chosen art. One 
of them spent his life etching out 
‘pictures of horses and dogs and 
great men. The other devoted his 
career to engraving pictures of 
General Grant on little oblongs 
of paper, so that they looked pre- 
cisely like $50 bills. He had learn- 
ed his trade so well, in fact, that 
only the F. B. I. could tell the 
difference between his etchings 
and those put out by the Bureau 
of Engraving. They took his tools 
away from him and put him in

Pigskin Preview” 


Many of you who no doubt are familiar with the “Pigskin Preview” 
feature written for the Saturday Evening Post each year by Francis 
Wallace. The article appears early in the fall before the intercollegiate 
program gets under way. Mr. Wallace begins preparation of that 
article in the spring, when he sends a questionnaire to hundreds of 
newspapermen, radio reporters, coaches (college and high school), and 
others who are familiar with the game of college football in their re- 
spective territories. As a result, combined with his own intimate 
knowledge of the game and conditions in all sections of the country, 
Mr. Wallace, who still resides in his native Bellaire, O., despite his 
Hollywood and New York opulence, comes up annually with amazingly 
accurate predictions on the leading teams and players, and even went 
so far, last year as to name the All-America backfield early in Sep- 
tember. I mean, the All-America backfield that was the concensus of 


opinion in December. 


For the second straight year, he was correct in naming Notre 
Dame as the national champion. (Heck, that wasn’t anything; I did 
that, too.) But he had practically all other sectional winners correct, 
also. The guy is uncanny. 

Anyhow, I thought some of you football fans who read this de- 
partment might like to get in’on the proceedings ahead of tim, and do 
partment might like to get in on the proceedings ahead of tithe, and do 
your own “pigskin previewing.” I returned my copy of the ques- 
tionnaire long ago, but before doing so, copied it and herewith reprint 
the salient features.

_ There you have Mr. Wallace’s questionnaire, the answers to which 
guide him in preparing his annual article. There is another and sep- 
arate questionnaire which goes to coaches only, but the one above is 
the one which the “laity” receives. Just for the fun of it, why don’t 
you put down the answers to the first nine questions, and save them 
until the end of the football season. Then, you can see for yourself 
just how much of a football expert you really are. 

Unless you follow intercollegiate football closely, or are more 
or less connected with the game in some capacity or other, you might 
not be familiar with the answers to the last three questions, so 
you can skip those if you like. -But try those first nine—and see- if 
you can outdo Mr. Wallace himself in calling the turn on teams and 
players in your section of the country. 


Quite A Guy 


Francis Wallace himself is quite a guy, in case some of you 
are not familiar with his history. He helped pay his expenses 
through Notre Dame by writing sports for the South Bend Trib- 
une. An intimate of the late Knute Rockne, he learned his foot- 
ball from that wizard of the game while he (Wallace) was still 
a student. Graduating in 1924, he could see that Rockne was 
going to have a whale of a team that fall, so he remained on the 
job in South Bénd in order to do the publicity for that team, which 
happened to have been the celebrated Four Horsemen national 
champions and Rose Bow! winners. It was Wallace who first 
posed that backfield on horses and cleaned up on the sale of the 
pictures all over the country. He left Notre Dame the following 
year with a grub stake in his pocket, and landed a job as a sports 
writer in New York. Then followed magazine and movie work, 
with outstanding suceéss in both New York and Hollywood. But 
he didn’t care for the tinsel of either, so several years later 
moved back to his home town of Bellaire, O., where he does all his 
writing and living. Of course, during the football season, he is 
never home over weekends, but each week he takes in what to him 
appears to be the “big” game of that week. . 

But he hasn’t always’ been so ‘plutocratic, as he’d be the first to 
tell you. In fact, he didn’t always have the ear fare to pay his way 
to Notre Dame games away from home in his student days, which 
once led to quite an embarrassing situation. It wag in 1921, when the 
Notre Dame team went to Iowa City to take on the late Howard 
Jones’ Hawkeyes, with what turned out to be disastrous results.

Abraham and the other Patriarchs. 


When God instituted the Israe- 
lite religion the first thing He did 
was to institute a priesthood, de- 
clare what~kind of sacrifices He 
would have offered. But the sac- 
rifices of the Old Law were types 
and figures of the infinite sacri- 
fice which would be offered by the 
Son of God, Who not only immo- 
lated Himself on Calvary, but, on 
the eve of that tragedy, provided 
for a-priesthood “according to the 
order of Melchisedech,” to be offer- 
er a the end of time (Luke 
XXII, 19). That is why David, who 
lived 1000 years before Christ, re- 
ferred to Him as “a priest forever 
according to the order of Melchise- 
deck” (Psi. CIX, 4). St. Paul 
quotes David in Hebrews VII, 11, 
and refers to Christ as fulfilling 
David’s prophecy. 

Throughout the Acts of the 
Apostles we read that the Apos- 
tles, who were ordained priests 
by Christ Himself, imparted the 
commission and the powers of the 
priesthood to others. 


| St. Paul, in his Epistles, the 
early Fathers from the first to the 


fifth centuries, make frequent re- 
ferences to Bishops and priests, 
to the sacrifice now called the 
Mass, and to the Eucharist, which 
is always effected at that sacrifice. 

Those who maintain that be- 
cause Christ offered one supreme 
sacrifice, there was no further 
of a priesthood in the New Law, 
ignore completely the very clear 
texts of Holy Scripture, which con- 
tain a definite commission not to 
everybody, but to the Apostles 
only, and, of* course, to their suc- 
cessors, because through them only 
could Christ be “a priest forever.” 

It is true that St. Peter (1 Peter 
Il, 9) applies the word “priest” 
even to unordained Christians, but 
that one text must be interpreted 
in keeping with the two or three 
other dozens which are very clear 
on that point. The laity are priests 
at the sacrifice of the Mass insofar 
as they offer the sacrifice in union 
with the priest. 

Christians generally, of course, 
are urged to offer up spiritual sac- 
rifices such as are mentioned by 
St. Paul (Phil. IV, 18); (Hebr. 
XIII, 15-16), but these spiritual 
personal offerings are not what is 
usually understood by the priest- 
hood. 

God must be honored infinitely 
in order to be honored worthily 
throughout all time, and Christ 
made that possible at the Last 
Supper. 

You ask if there is any other 
nriesthood besides that of the 
Catholic Church. There is the 
same priesthood in the Orthodox 
Church, because the Sacrament of 
Holy Orders, by which the priest- 
hood is conferred, was’ never re- 
jected or lost in that Church. [ft 
was lost, however, in modern Pro- 
testant churches because apostolic 
succession was lost.

FOR over two years I have been 
busy. helping our _ suffering 
brethren in Germany. This has 
been possible with the help of 
Catholic editors who were kind 
enough to print appeals in their 
publications. 


Today I received a letter from 
the Caritas office in Bad Soden 
am Taumus. This letter was. writ- 
ten by Fraeulein Maria Euler, 
director of the field workers for 
Caritas. I knew that many Ger- 
mans are still in need of help, 
more so since the new money has 
been issued. But I was entirely 
unaware under what conditions a 
great many Catholic refugees 
from the East and from the bomb- 
ed out cities are living.

Trappist 


Returns To The Earth 


Ml FATHER FREDERIC is dead! Those four words SL penyes 


Trappist monks, not only at the Abbey over w 


ch the 


Rt. Rev. Frederic Dunne had presided as Abbot for fourteen 
years, but friends throughout the nation who had been edified 
by the gentle spirit of this holy monk felt a kindred grief over 
his sudden departure from life. 


But holy monks while living on? 


earth are poised for heavenly 
flight. The other world is. sensed 
in this temporary abode. Happy, 
because of spiritual peace; ser- 
ene, because God alone possesses 
their hearts, they become quiet, 
self-effacing heroes in time that 
they may become sentinels of 
Christ. in eternity. Thus, we be- 
lieve, Father Frederic lived. Thus 
we believe he has become — a 
lowing sentinel of Christ in His 
ingdom. 


But it is our desire to give you, 
in part, a relation of the way a 
Trappist Monk returns to the 
earth in fulfillment of the decree 
that man’s body shall return to 
dust. We quote a burial report 
from Abbot Dunne’s monastery: 


Gethsemani, Ky.—There was no 
coffin. The body was lowered, re- 
clining, arms folded, into the 
moist, cool grave carved roughly 
in the ground beside the sanctu- 
ary wall,- below a statue of St. 


Benedict. The monks were chant-, 


ing a psalm of David, singing 


of the ghodness and power of God, 
and the loose earth then fell 
quietly, filling each corner and 


crevice until no one could see that 
a mortal man was there. 


Such is man; made of'the slime 
of the earth. The Trappist admit 
it; they do not try to hide or to 
gloss over this grim reality. This 
was one of their own, their Abbot, 
the Rt. Rev. Frederic Dunne. 

But these monks know just as 
well that only man’s body dis- 
solves, that his soul cannot be 
trapped beneath God’s earth. So 
they see in death no finality, but 
only a transition from sweat to 
cool waters, from labor to rest, 
from things of earth to things of 
heaven. 

They filed back into the church 
of the Abbey of Our Lady of 
Gethsemani, still singing of the 
delights of serving a good and 
powerful Lord, and thus ended 
the burial of Abbot Dunne, direc- 
tor for 14 years of the commun- 
ity here of the Order of the Cist- 
ercians of the Strict Observance. 

The service began with a Mass 
in the Abbey church. The body lay 
in a low bier in the sanctuary, 
where it could be viewed by the 
Bishops near the altar, the monks 
in the stalls, the priests in the 
aisles, and lay brothers behind 
the priests, the laymen in the 
transept, and the women in the 
rear balcony high above. 

Archbishop John A. Floersh of 
Louisville celebrated the Pontif- 
ical Mass, to the accompaniment 
of the undulating regorian 
chant, sung softly but poignantly 
by the monks. At the Consecra- 
tion, the only sound came from 
high in the abbey tower as the 
bell announced at Christ had 
come to the simple wooden altar 
of the Trappist church. 


Is that not a beautiful descrip- 
tion of the burial of a holy Abbot 
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—of a monk who had entered the 
strictest cloister in the Catholic 
Church when he was 20 years of 
age, and there lived until he died 
at the age of 74. There at Geth- 
semani Abbey, as so many monks 
are now doing, as so many have 
done before him, Abbot Dunne 
spent his monastery allotment 
(over 50 years), in prayer and 
mortification, in an effort to sanc- 
tify his soul, in an expiatory life 
for the sins of others, with a 
magnificent charity for souls, all 
out of love for Christ and for 
God’s honor and Glory. 

What a sacrificial privilege! 
But though few are called, per- 
haps, to the Order of the Cister- 
cians of the Strict Observance, all 
are invited to daily prayer, pen- 
ance, and sacrifice, and not alone 
for their own salvation but for the 
conversion of souls—not alone 
sinners, but for conversion to the 
true faith, not only of those who 
talk in good will but in the treach- 
erous fog of uncertainty as to 
Christ’s teachings, but also of 
those who live in spiritual blind- 
ness, and who make no effort to 
find the light. 


Costly Caskets And 
Pagan Trimmings 


Another thought. Consider the 
aping of worldlings and unbeliev- 
ers, by those Christians who de- 
sire costly caskets and ostentious 
trimmings for bodies already in 
process of decay and which, if 
dead tongues could speak, would 
call aloud: Do not delay the 
cleansing process. Permit our 
bodies to return to dust speedily, 
there to await the hour of reunion 
with our souls for all eternity. If 
all Christians could be buried in 
the country, deep down in Mother 
Earth’s arms (for sanitary pro- 
tection of the living), how wond- 
erful it would be to be lowered 
without coffin “into the moist cool 
wrave i...”

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Bishop Noll’s First “Ad Limina” Visit

In the year 1929 Bishop Noll made his first “Ad limina” 
visit to Rome. He and a dozen Catholic people, including 
three priests and two of his sisters, were part of a group 
brought together by a company which promotes Catholic 


tours. 

A trip through France, Switzerland, Italy, Germany, 
Belgium and Holland by automobile had been pre-arranged. 
At the pier at Cherbourg there awaited this party two large 
Cadillac limousines, each containing three seats.

At Cherbourg Bishop Noll had a cable to send to the 
United States, and, therefore, left the party for about 
ffteen minutes. When he returned he found them all in the 
cars, but was notified that one of his bags was left open in 
the Custom House, owing to the discovery in it of two boxes 
of cigars which friends had sent to his boat address in New 
York just before he set sail. The Bishop was taxed 230 
francs as duty on these cigars, They were not appraised 
according to quality; but were weighed on a scale, and the 
duty charged was based on their weight. Stogies would 
have cost as much as very fine Corona cigars. 


This errand attended to, Bishop Noll joined his party, 
and the two chauffeurs headed for Lisieux, where the Bishop 
had been previously. The next day was spent in visiting the 
home where the Little Flower was reared as a child, the 
school, conducted by Benedictine Sisters, which she attended; 
the cemetery, in which her remains were first buried, and 
chiefly the beautiful chapel to which“the contents of her 
coffin had been removed, and where, as a saint, she was once 
more back with Sisters who had been with her at Carmel. 
At that particular time her own blood sister, Sister Agnes of 
Jesus, was the Superior. She gave to the Bishop a picture of 
St. Therese, which she personally autographed, and about 
which she said: “This picture, an authentic photograph, was 
presented to Bishop Noll in person in April, 1929.” 


i“ A very touching incident occurred during the Bishop’s 
visit at the Carmel. One of the priests who spoke French 
very well insisted on seeing the Prioress, Sister of the Little 
Flower, to tell her that the Bishop of Fort Wayne was on his 
way to Rome, and would, if possible, like to have an inter- 
view with her. She came before the enclosure and conversed 
with the Bishop for fifteen minutes, and then asked him 
whether he would not do her a favor, which consisted in 
carrying a gift to Pope Pius XI. The Bishop, of course, con- 
sented, but found the package to be quite a large one. To 
him the parcel seemed to contain twelve large candles, al- 
though they did not have the weight of twelve candles. One

The dozen members of the party were on their knees, and 
the Holy Father personally handed one of these pictures to 
each member. After the distribution was completed the 
Bishop said to him: “But, Your Holiness, I am left without 
a souvenir from Lisieux.” The Pope asked Bishop Noll where 
he was stopping then that same evenifig, by special messen- 
ger, a beautiful marble plaque with an easel support was 
sent to him containing a picture of the Little Flower, and 
near its base was inserted a relic of St. Therese. The Bishop 
was certainly impressed with this prompt fulfillment of a 
promise, which he could hardly have expected the Pope to 
keep in mind. 

In the cars in which they were driven through France 
and Italy, they toured the Eternal City and saw practically 
all the places sought out by tourists. The Bishop visited the 
four Basilicas, where every Bishop, on his “Ad limina” visit, 
is expected to enter to offer prayers for the intentions of the 
Holy Father. These Basilicas are those of St. Peter, of St. 
Paul Qutside the Walls, of St. John Lateran and of St. Mary 
Major. After this errand was completed the Bishop reported 
to the priest- Sacristan at St. Peter’s that he had fulfilled his 
obligation. re 

Leaving Rome the party drove to Pisa and a few other 
points before crossing the Alps into Switzerland, all of 
whose cities were visited. Then they entered Germany at 
Freiburg, and visited BadensBaden, Munich, and drove west- 
ward through the Black Forest to Darmstadt, Frankfort, 
Meinz and along the shore of the Rhine to Cologne, 

As the party was about to cross the border into Holland 
and Belgium the Bishop left them and went north to pay a 
visit to Monsignor Oechtering. After visiting Brussels, 
where the late Father Fischer, former pastor of Sacred 
Heart Church, South Bend, was living as a retired priest, 
he went to Ghent, where Father Schockaert, also retired Bel- 
gian priest of the Diocese of Fort Wayne, former pastor of 
St. Bavo Church, Mishawaka, was the Bishop’s host for the 
whole week. 

In the meantime the party had crossed the channel to 
visit England, Ireland and Scotland, all of which countries 
the Bishop had toured on a previous occasion. After his pro- 
longed sojourn at Ghent, the Bishop embarked by boat from 
the port of Antwerp, and met his party again at Southamp- 


He was in Cologne on the feast of Corpus Christ, during 
which the Blessed Sacrament was honored in a procession 
which lasts throughout the day. Starting from the Cathedral] 
it wended its way through the streets of Cologne, whose 
houses were all decorated, the windows lighted by blessed 
candles. Benediction was given in three public parks. In the 
afternoon the Blessed Sacrament was placed on a large 
vessel which carried it up the Rhine for several hours and 
then back again. 

The following Sunday Corpus Christi, was observed in 
Belgium, and the Bishop witnessed another procession in the 
city of Brussels, in which the King joined the clergy and 
laity on foot. 

At Lourdes the Bishop said Mass at the Grotto altar 
itself, which is reserved for Bishops, except on rare occa- 
sions when a special permission is granted to a clergyman 
of lower rank to offer Mass there, 

In Rome the Bishop said Mass and preached at what is 
called the American church, namely, that of Santa Susanna, 
which is in charge of the Paulist Fathers. It is a very old 
church, The Bishop asked Father O'Neill, its pastor, how 
long it had been since the church was frescoed, and he an- 
swered: 350 years. The last time it was decorated was in 
the year 1597, yet there is not a crack in the plaster, whose 
principal ingredient is marble dust. 

The Bishop returned to Europe the very next year as 
chaplain te pilgrims from the United States to Budapest for 
the observance of the ninth centenary of the death of St. 


Emeric, Son of St. Stephen, of Hungary. This trip will be 
described next week.

These Are The Things 


That Make Me Tick 


Dear Harry: 


| SENT you a picture of my 
wife, my four daughters, and 
me taken on our fifth wedding an- 
niversary, the very day we had 
Clare, our youngest, baptized. You 
asked for a family picture. I hope 
it’s satisfactory. 

It’s seven years since you and I 
were last together, Harry. We 
were both then in our 39th year. 
We first met when we were seven 
years old. In your last letter bie 
expressed the thought that I had 
made great progress since I left 
the old home town. You also ex- 

ressed the opinion that I had 
esi terribly under the influence 
of priests during my first 40 years 
— hat my parents were the same 
way—and that upon their death 
and my leaving town, I probably 
broke away from the “sinister in- 
fluence.” You said that nearly 
every time you saw me | was 
hurryiifg to church, and that you 
now assume I am no longer wast- 
ing my time that way. You also 
said that you hoped my wife had 
awakened me to the nonsense of 
my previous mode of life. So let 
me set you straight. 

I left the old home town, Harry, 
because, as you know, they asked 
me to resign after teaching ten 
years in the public high school. I 
shall always believe this was 
Providential. Through a teachers’ 
agency I applied, on the last Wed- 
nesday in August, 1941, to a Miss 
Apollonia Hoffmann, Superintend- 
ing Principal, Wellsville Central 
Rural School, Wellsville, New 
York, for a position as a teacher 
of science and mathematics in the 
high school. I was hired and went 
to work on September 3rd, on 
which day I saw for the first time 
“my new boss,” Miss Hoffmann. 
I married her the following June 
27th. We determined to raise a 
family despite the fact that she 
was a high school principal and I 
was about to be inducted into the 
Army. 

Now look at the picture I sent 
you, Harry. It was taken on June 
27th, 1948. Mary stands in front 
of me. She was born on December 
14th, 1943. Patricia, in my arms, 
was born on February 13th, 1945. 
Dorothy, standing in front of her 
mother, was born on February 
6th, 1946, and Clara, the little 
bundle in my wife’s arms, was 
born June 9th, 1947. Four pretty 
little girls were conceived and 


i 


born in five years all over the U. 
S. ‘A. while their daddy, a soldier 
inducted in his 40th year, was a 
private, a corporal, a second and 
a first lieutenant, and a company 
commander. Daddy served in the 
European theatre. 

Now let me tell you something 
about the sinister influence of the 
Church, Harry. Here is the truth. 
I still go to.church every day. My 
wife, too, goes as often as pos- 
sible. She was born and raised a 
Catholic. While in the Army I 
drove when necessary as much as 
25 miles or more one way (and 
out of my way) to get to daily 
Mass. For the last two years I 
have driven 22 miles a day out of 
my way for the same purpose. My 
wife and I say the rosary every 
night. 

Now, Harry, let me talk a bit 
more about the hold the priests 
had and still have on me. You re- 
member Mr. and Mrs. Betts, Ike 
Bramen, the MHaswells, Jimmy 
Young. The old neighbors were 
all non-Catholics whom I never 
recall wasting ‘much time going 
to church. Let me dwell on the 
lives of Mr. and Mrs. Betts. How 
smart they were. Beautiful home, 
more beautifully furnished. Pru- 
dent, thrifty—no children. Their 
only indulgence was a cat, which 
they cleaned and fattened for 
years until as Mrs. Betts said, “it 
passed away in its sleep, poor 
thing.” Charlie Betts worked on 
in his white ‘collar, department- 
store-sales-clerk job until his 
wife died and he retired, or was 
dropped. He sold his home and 
disappeared, a shaking old man— 
alone. 

One day, not too long after 
Charlie Betts’ departure, we re- 
ceived a telegram from Florida 
asking us if we knew anyone who 
might claim the body of Charles 
Betts. We could find no one. So 
Charlie lies buried, I presume, in 
an unmarked grave somewhere in 
Florida. He died an old man 
among strangers, the children that 
might have been born were not 
there. 

The Haswells, and the Bram- 
ens, and the Youngs ended almost 
as sadly. All tried to lead such 
perfect lives. Homes, flowers, 
lawns — beauty all around. But 
something somewhere was wrong. 
Even as a child I felt it. What 
was it? What was wrong? 

Here it is, Harry, as I see it 
now. These. priests you criticize 
have “dinged into me” in almost 
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All 


half a century of influence a trust- 
ing abandonment of myself in 
God. “We are here,” these “sin- 
ister” priests told me time and 
again “to know, to love, and to 
serve God. Birth control,” they 
insisted, “is mortal sin, and di- 
vorce is out.” And Harry, I im- 
bibed all they taught. hen J 
looked at my neighbors, people 
who perhaps never were near a 
Catholic priest in their lives, I felt 
sorry for them, down deep in my 
heart. I couldn’t tell. you so, be- 
cause you, too, were a non-Cath- 
olic, but I thought so just the 
same. They worked and saved as 
if they were going to live-forever. 
They seemed selfish to me, and I 
became more and more convinced 
the priests were right. ' 


Now about a wife, Harry. I 
needed one. Many a time as we 
chatted and smoked we said that 
one loyal woman, a good wife, 
would certainly go a long way to- 
ward remaking me. Such were 
your thoughts on the matter de- 
spite the fact that you_were al- 
ready divorced. I also thought 
that a good woman (though I 
never told you) might save me 
from “the eternal danmation” that 
these priests talked so much 
about. You have said that I got 
a wonderful wife, although you 
never saw her other than in pic- 
tures. But listen, Harry, I did get 
a wonderful wife; and ~just to 
make the record straight, know 
this—that every time you saw me 
running to Mass I was running to 
pray for a wife. I prayed at 
morning Mass for 20 years for “a 
beautiful, a smart and a good 
wife”—and I got just what I pray- 
ed for. 


Do I believe in God? I do for 
a thousand reasons. The existence 
of a girl like Apollonia is one of 
them. The sequence of events 
leading to my marriage is an- 
other. 7 

One more thing. My daughters 
will attend Catholic schools, as 
did, if I have to drive my old car 
miles and miles every day to get 
them there, because I fear the in- 
fluence that influenced your life, 
Harry, which you yourself say 
was—and is—sad. Look at some 
of the old home-town, Public high 
school gang, Harry. Walter Retal- 
lik, Marthabelle Rade, Sue Alston, 
your own sister, you yourself, 
Jean Reid—all married and re- 
married, some three and four 
times. These are only a few who

You are Christian work- 
ers, Christian agents, Christian 
soldiers, Christian leaders, Chris- 
tian heralds. You are the key- 
stones, the touch-stones, the proof- 
stones, the birth-stones, the cap- 
stones of Christian civilization in 
the present world, at the present 
time, in the present crisis. 

Never before was any religious 
crisis, any moral crisis, any patri- 
otic crisis more intensive, more ex- 
tensive, more deceptive, more cor- 
rosive, more destructive than today, 
here and now.

lived within blocks of my home. 
There was another “gang, , 
about a mile away, whom I as- 
sociated with in the Catholic 
school I attended, Their score over 
the years in this marital relations 
business has been considerably dif- 
ferent. I know of only one from 
our parochial school who got a 
divorce. Yet I can think of a 
dozen non-Catholic divorces and a 
couple of Catholic ones on our 
block. The Catholics, however, 
had gotten far, far away from the 
influence of priests. | 

I am casting no blame, other 
than the lack of priestly infiu- 
ence. I also blame the sophisti- 
cation of the ’20s, that decade of 
bridge-parties, country clubs, ra- 
coon coats and college. God save 
my daughters from such nonsense. 
God keep them under the in- 
fluence of priests. 

Harry, there’s a lot to these 
priests. As bad as they are (I 
personally have never met a bad 
one) and as weak as they are 
(most of them are strong), they 
are all fundamentally right. And 
the Betts, Youngs, Haswells, and 
Bramens, and the boys from Har- 
vard and the girls from Smith, 
and the public’ school faculties [ 
associated with so long, all, all’ of 
them, are fundamentally wrong. 
Why? Because they are not 
“under the influence” of priests. 
Such are my beliefs, Harry, and 
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Dutch Bishops Watch World 
Council Of Churches Meeting 
With Interest, Says Letter 


Amsterdam—(NC)—The following is the second and 
concluding part of the pastoral letter of the Dutch Hierarchy 
‘ssued in connection with the World Council of Churches 


meeting here: 


“Hence there is no question of participation. We will 
however follow the Congress with the greatest interest. It 


‘sues from a great and honest 
desire for the unity willed by 
Christ; many want to accept Him 
as God and Savior. We should not 
remain indifferent to the fact that 
this Congress may mean a step for- 
ward or a step backward. A step 
forward, if the nostalgia for the 
Mother Church and the unity be- 
stowed on her, becomes stronger. 
A step backward, if many should 
fee] satisfied with a unity which 
would be far away from the unity 
established by Christ. Return to 
the Mother Church is the only 
way, dear Brethren, through 
which the real unity may be 
reached. 

“However, we know there are 
deep rooted. prejudices which han- 
dicap this return. We know that 
owing to the anomalies at the “be- 
ginning of the separation, increas- 
ed by time and isolation, the dis- 
tance between both has become 
such that the separated understand 
neither the voice nor the language 
of the Church. We know that re- 
turn has become impossible for 
many without internal strife and 
great sacrifice. We know that a 
loyal conversion is never possible 
when God does not by His grace 
illuminate the human mind and 
move the human will. And we 
know as well that God wants to be 
asked for that grace. 


“Hence the Bishops’ call on all 
priests and faithful for fervent 
prayer: for all the participants at 
the Congress, for all non-Catholic 
Christians who look for unity, who 
love Christ in deed and truth and 
who, though separated from the 
Church, look up unconsciously to 
the Church as the haven of salva- 
tion. Pray for all these who are 
leaders of non-Catholic Christian 
communities and who have such 
great responsibilities because or- 
dinary faithful are dependent on 
their guidance and are often un- 
able by themselves to come to the 
true version of things. 

“However, you should not for- 
get that just as your prayer so also 
Is your own example required. In 
days gone by, it has been partly 
the lack of Christian life that has 
been the cause of defections from 
the Mother Church. Through a 
salutary reformation ‘in head and 
members’ at the Council of Trent, 
the Church has herself stopped the 
defections. Hence the return to 
the Mother Church ean be most 
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furthered through the holiness of 
our Faith, made visible through 
holiness of our lives and our 
works. 

“If ever in the past in the fight 
for Catholic unity Catholics have 
not always been mindful of Char- 
ity, and hence have forgotten at 
times the Apostle’s word: ‘doing 
truth in Charity,’ (Eph. 4:15) if 
ever, therefore, Catholics have 
shared the guilt of estranging our 
non-Catholic brethren from us, let 
us remember then that this was 
certainly not the spirit of our 
Mother the Church. 


“For the Church herself is and 
remains the Holy Church. She re- 
mains holy in her worship, her 
Sacraments, her Holy Sacrifice and 
in her life of grace that she 
achieves through these means. She 
remains holy in her doctrine which 
comes from God and which leads 
to God and the salvation of souls. 
She remains holy, for at all times 
she produces great Saints. In this 
holiness does the Church ever 
show forth her divine origin. But 
her members are and remain men; 
in them it is possible that the 
human side of things (Mit Bren- 
nender Sorge) appears at times 
even to excess. And these human 
failures can easily become a source 
of scandal and be the reason why 
many do not perceive the real holi- 
ness of the Church. 


“Hence, we Catholics carry with 
us in our days a heavy responsibil- 
ity. Now that in many followers 
of Christ a strong desire has been 
born for.greater unity, it is in- 
cumbent on us that we fill our- 
selves anew with the spirit of 
Christ and that in all things and 
in all our actions, we seek only 
Christ and the extension of his 
Kingdom. 

“More than ever have we to 


mind Christ’s command: ‘May | 


your light. shine among men, that 
they may see your good works and 
glorify your Father who is_ in 
Heaven’ (Matt. 5:16). More than 
ever must we radiate in our lives 
the holiness of the Church. May 
God help all to understand this 
duty and ‘may the holy Ghost, the 
Spirit of Christ help our weak- 
ness.’ (Rom. 8:26). Finally, dear 
brethren, we ask you that in all 
churches and chapels of the Cath- 
olic Church of Holland, on Sunday, 
August 29, a Solemn or at least a 
‘Missa Cantata’ be celebrated to 
ask from God the Grace that all 
may share in the unity of the 
Church. For this Mass is appointe 
‘Missa ad tollendum shisma,’ a 
Mass to undo the schism in 
Christendom. We trust that all 
Catholics will unite themselves as 
fervently as possible with this ap- 
pointed Holy Sacrifice.”

Father Flanagan's 
Successor At Boys 
Town Is Named 


Msgr. N. H. Wegner, 
Omaha Chancellor, 
To Assume Position 


Omaha, Neb. — (NC) — Msgr. 
Nicholas H. Wegener, chancellor of 
the Omaha archdiocese, has been 
appointed director of Boys Town 
to succeed Msgr. Edward J. Flana- 
gan, who died in Berlin last May 
15 while on a youth welfare mis- 
sion for the U. S. Army, it has 
been announced by Archbishop 
Gerald T. Bergan of Omaha. Mon- 
signor Wegner, now vacationing 
in the west, will assume the post 
September 15. 

“I feel confident,” Archbishop 


Bergan said, “that great progress 
will be made at Boys Town under 
the efficient administration of 
Monsignor Wegner.” 


The Archbishop, who is presi- 
dent of the board of trustees of 
the home founded by Father 
Flanagan, disclosed that the ap- 
pointment was made only after a 
thorough discussion with other 
members of the board. The pre- 
late paid a warm tribute to the 
work of the Rev. Edmond C. 
Walsh, who has been acting di- 
rector of Boys Town since the 
death of Monsignor Flanagan. 


Monsignor Wegner is a native 
of Humphrey, Nebr., and is 50 
years old. He attended high 
school at Teutopolis, Ill., and 
made his studies for the priest- 
hood at St. Joseph’s Seminary, 
there; St. Paul’s’ Semimary, St. 
Paul, Minn., and the Gregorian 
University in Rome. He was or- 


dained in Rome on Mareh 791925. 
He made post-graduate studies at 
the Catholic University of Amer- 
ica. In Omaha, he served as as- 
sistant pastor of St. Cecilia’s Ca- 
thedral and assistant chancellor 
before being named _ chancellor. 
He also served as administrator 
of the archdiocese after the death 
of Archbishop James H. Ryan 
until the installation of Arch- 
bishop Bergan. 

When advised of his appoint-
